WASHINGTON — Attorney General Jeff Ses- 
sions on Tuesday denied, again, lying to Con- 
gress about the Trump campaign’s ties to Russia. 
He said he had forgotten about a campaign 
round-table in which an aide touted his Russian 
connections and suggested arranging a meeting 
for Donald Trump in Moscow. 

But even as Sessions remained hazy on the 
details, he was adamant that he had swiftly re- 
jected the aide’s suggestion. 

“T have always told the truth,” Sessions told 
the House Judiciary Committee, adding that he 
stood by his previous testimony because “I had 
no recollection of this meeting until I saw these 
news reports.” 

Sessions, a former senator and an architect of 
Trump’s policies on trade and immigration, was 
supposed to be an influential force in the admin- 
istration. Instead he has twice amended his 
sworn testimony, creating a distraction for the 
White House and renewing questions about
